Krupp Empire 
Gets Another 
Year’s Grace 


PARIS (AP)—The allied pow- 
ers have given the Krupp em- 
pire an extra year to get rid of 
some of its coal-steel holdings. 

The decision, announced by 
the Foreign Office, took effect 
Saturday, which was the final 
day given five years ago for the 
vast Krupp empire to be broken 
up. 

"The decision meant in effect 
that the empire perhaps would 
not be broken up at all, 

The three Western powers 
sought in their original order to 
break up the big industrial em- 
pires, including both Krupp 
and Fritz Thyssen, which they 
said, had assisted in piloting 
Germany to a wartime status 
under Hitler. 

Evidence of the intention of 
the Krupp empire to grow big- 
ger rather than smaller was seen 
in the recent amalgamation of 
the Bochumer Verein. The new 
combination was reported able 
to produce by itself four million 
tons yearly of steel, making it 
the biggest steel producer in the 
Common Market group includ- 
ing France, Germany, Italy and 
the three Benelux countries. 

French newspapers have 

ulated that the granting of 
an additional year simply meant 
that at the end of another year 
the allies would cancel the order 
dissolving the empire. 

The impending decision .has 
brought out ai considerable 
amount of criticiem in the liber- 
al press here, including cartoons 
showing Krupp producing steel 
for several successive years and 
now getting in a position for 
anything in the future. 


Fanfani Resigns 
As Head of Party 


ROME (AP)—Amintore Fan- 
fani, who resigned last Monday 
as Italian premier, Saturday” 
quit his post of political leader 
of the majority Christian Demo- 
crat Party. He had held the 
post for five years. 

His resignation of the party 
post spotlighted dissension in 
the Christian Democrat Party 
which has led the Italian Gov- 
ernment into one of its most 
serious crises since the war. 

The party has governed Italy 
since 1946, at times alone and 
at other times in a coalition. 

Fanfani's unexpected with- 
drawal from party leadership 
came in a brief statement. 

Fanfani, 50, who led the left- 
wing elerfent of the Christian 
Democrat \ Party, resigned as 
Premier after seven months in 
office. He resigned under heavy 
sniping from the right-wing of 
the party. 


Ike Appoints Nixon 
To Anti-Inflation Body 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Saturday appointed Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon chair- 
man of a Cabinet committee to 
chart plans for combatting infla- 
tion. 

Nixon will head a 7-member 
committee “on price stability for 
economic growth.” Plans to set 
up the group were disclosed 
earlier this month in the Presi- 
dent’s State of the Union mes- 
sage and economic report to 
Congress. 

“The committee will serve as 
a continuing Cabinet group to 
study the problem of how to 
maintain reasonable price sta- 
bility as an essential basis for 
achieving a high and sustainable 
rate of economic growth,” the 
White House said Saturday.

The reported position of the 
Hans Hedtoft was 30 miles 
southeast of Cape Farwell at the 
southern tip of Greenland, the 
Coast Guard said. The closest 
point of land was an ironic 24 
miles away. 

(AP reported that the Green- 
land Navy Command advised 
the U.S, Coast Guard the Hans 
Hedtoft carried life rafts equip- 
ped with radios that sent out 
a continuous beacon signal. But 
none of the ships in the area 
reported hearing such signals. 

(In Copenhagen, King Fre- 
derik IX summoned Premier 
H. C. Hansen to report on the 
progress of’ the search. Then 
Hansen called his Cabinet into 
extraordinary session.) 

A German trawler in the area, 
which earlier radioed it was 
abandoning its search after 
eight unfruitful hours, decided 
later to remain on the scene.

7-Man Appeal Group to Call 
For Effective Peace Organ 


The World Peace Appeal Com- 
mittee of Japan is now drafting 
an important “Japanese Declara- 
tion for World Peace” calling 
for the creation of a powerful 
organ within the United Nations 
to establish and insure a “new 
world order.” 

. The seven-member committee, 
which includes Nobel Prize win- 
ner Dr. Hideki Yukawa and Dr. 
Seiji Kaya, president of Tokyo 
University, last Monday appeal- 
ed to the U.N. as well as to the 
Japanese Government and Diet 
to issue a declaration for such 
a new world peace order. 

Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi yesterday asked the com- 
mittee to draft a blueprint of 
the declaration. 

The group, immediately start- 


ed working on the declaration 
which it plans to have ready by 
around Feb. 20. 

The committee reportedly 
wants Japan to insist on the 
creation of a special U.N. con- 
sultative organ as powerful as 
the Security Council for es- 
tablishment of a new world 
order, 

The committee is also said de- 
sirous to see the appeal become 
a part of the basis of Japan's 
foreign policy since Japan was 
the only nation to suffer the 
atom bomb and to have a “no- 
war” constitution. 

It also hopes to see a special 
organ created under the Japa- 
nese Cabinet to handle matters 
relating to the peace declara-

Socialist Party sources in- 
dicated yesterday that Katsu- 
mata will take the Government 
to task for its “pro-American 
foreign policy” and stress the 
merits of the neutrality policy 
advocated by the Opposition 
party. He is also expected to 
point out the disagreement 
within the Government party 
on the handling of the Japan- 
U.S. Security Treaty issue and 
criticize the Administration's 
“indifference” toward Com 
munist China trade, 

On other foreign policy prob- 
lems, the Socialist interpellator 
plans to express ‘his party's 
views on the Government's 
decision to allow Korean resid 
ents in Japan to be shipped to 
North Korea, and on various 
questions outstanding between 
Japan and the Soviet Union. 

One of the questions being 
asked was whether the Socr 
alists will bring up the alleged 
bribery case in connection 
with the Government. shiv 
building program, and also 
whether they will demand a re- 
port on the progress of war re- 
parations to Southeast Asian na- 
tions. The Government's success

Oil Recovery by A-Blast Planned 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
Atomic Energy Commission 
Saturday announced plans to 
blast open with nuclear expio- 
sions what may be the largest 
untapped oil reserve in tne 
world, 

The first shot, part of the 
AEC’s “Plowshare m” to 
demonstrate. peaceful uses of 
atomic explosives, is expected 
some time in the fiscal year 
starting July 1. A tentative site 
has been picked in northwestern 
Colorado. 

The commission ‘outlined the 
project in its 25th semiannyal 
report to Congress. The report 
disclosed no spectacular § ad- 
vances in civilian atomic power 
and mentioned weapons only 
briefly. . 

The AEC has scheduled no 
weapon tests for the new fiscal 
year. It does, however, expect 
to conduct plowshare experi- 
ments starting not earlier than 
late summer, 

The commission said nuclear 
explosions can break up huge 
masses of oll-bearing shale so 


that the oil can be recovered. 
It added that shale deposits in 


Colorado, Utah, and Wyoming 
“are believed to be the largest 
untapped oil reserve in this con- 
tinent if not in the world.” 

The three-state veserve has 
been estimated at 3,000 billion 
barrels. 


The report said the AEC and 
Bureau of Mines have reached 
“an inter-agency cooperative 
agreement” in connection with 
the shale project and that the 
oil industry will be invited to 
partitipate, 


Tentative plans are to use a 
nuclear device equal to 10,000 
tons of TNT. It would be fired 
at the end of a 1,450-foot tun- 
nel 900 feet deep in a mesa si- 
tuated in the Mahogany zone of 
the Piceance Creek Basin in 
Garfield County, Col, 


The project would cost about 
$1,500,000 not counting the ex- 
plosive. The AEC has $7,500,000 
in its new budget for “Plow- 
share.” 

Another oil recovery project 
has been proposed for the Atha- 
baska tar sands of northeast 
Alberta, The Richfield Oil Co. 


of Los Angeles and representa- 


tives of the Canadian and U.S. 
Atomic Commissions have dis- 
cussed informally the feasibility 
of a 2,000-ton test shot in the 
spring of 1960. 

The AEC5s semiannual report 
said atomic industry “continued 
a gradual growth in 1958.” Pri- 
vate industry, it said, spent 
about $70 million of its own 
money on power reactors com- 

red to $40 million the year be- 
ore. Total federal and private 
spending on power and propul- 
sion reactors was about 
million up $100 million, 

Nuclear fuel and explosives 
production “met or exceeded” 
goals.. Weapons proof-tested in 
the Pacific last year are going 
into the stockpile.

Linked With 
Sex Scandal 


PARIS (UPI)—The former 
Speaker of the National Assem- 
bly was charged with “offenses 
against morality” Saturday in a 
mounting sex scandal. 

One-armed ex-Speaker Andre 
Le Troquer, 74, faced a jail sen- 
tence of up to 10 years if found 
guilty of participating in alleg- 
ed orgies with 14 and 15-year- 
old girls. 

He was formally charged at 
the Palais de Justice Saturday 
in the climax of a week of scan- 
dalous: hearings which have 
drawn disapproval from Pres- 
ident Charles de Gaulle himself. 

The charges against Le Tro- 
quer arose from disclosures by 
34-year-old former Police In&spec- 
tor Pierre Sorlut that he had 
organized parties at which 
young girls “entertained” pro- 
minent Frenchmen. 

Le Troquer’s name was men- 
tioned in connection with the 
case. Earlier this week he is- 
sued denial that he was implicat- 
ed, but Saturday he went to the 
Palais de Justice to ask that 
formal charges be laid against 
him. 

This, he said, was the only 
way of clearing his name. 

Jean Ledoux, secretary gener- 
al of the Palais de Justice, told 
newsmen, however, that a deci- 
sion had already been taken to 
charge Le Troquer, after due 
consideration of Sorlut’s evid- 
ence. 

Le Troquer was not arrested. 
He gave his promise that he 
would not try to leave Paris 
while the investigations were 
proceeding. 

Two other prominent persons 
were expected to be charged 
Saturday. Their names were not 
immediately known. 

The scandal was expected to 
touch segments of French politi- 
cal, business and society life. In- 
formed sources said its sweep 
was so wide that De Gatille had 
ordered Interior Minister Jean 
Berthoin personally to take a 
hand in clearing it up.

“The North Korean Govern- 
ment will take full responsi- 
bility once they are out of Japa- 
nese territory. We are not

Two days of a wide-ranging Senate inquiry into the status 


of U.S. preparedness touched off 
epeculation that Senate Demo- 
crates ‘may try to expand Pres 
ident Dwight D. Fisenhower’s 
defense budget of slightly over 
$40,000 million. 


As the Senate inquiry went 
into recess until the middle of 
next week, Chairman Overton 
Brook’ (D-La.) of the House of 
Representatives Space Commit- 
tee announced hearings paralle- 
ling the Senate's will begin Mon- 
day. 

A possible hint to Democratic 
plane for defense spending came 
Friday as Democratic Majority 
Leader Lyndon BKB, Johnson re- 
cessed the inquiry by the com- 
bined Senate Space and Prepar- 
edness Subcommittecs. 

Johnson, chairman of both 
groups, said public testimony so 
far by top space ard missile 
officials indicate there are de- 
ficiencies which must be ex- 
plored behind closed doors be- 
cause of military secrets involv- 
ed, 

In Friday’s testimony, Roy 
Johnson, director of the Defense 
Department's Advanced’ Re- 
search Projects Agency, whicl 
handles military missile and 
space programs, said he could 
use an additional $300 million 
above budget estimates. 

He said this would speed up 
devetopment of powerful booster 
engines needed to put bigger 
payloads up for space vehicles 
and satellites. 

Dr. Wernher von Braun, army 
missile chief, in another testi- 
mony estimated that if the Rus- 
sians continue to push ahead it 
will take the United States five 
years to match Soviet develop- 
ments in intercontinental ballis- 
tic missiles. 

The German-born missile 
pioneer said unless U.S. missile 
and space efforts are accelerat- 
ed, America would find itself 
helpless in about a decade. 

Meanwhile, the Space Agency 
has ordered 18 propulsion vehi- 
cles to be used in the effort to 
put 4 man into space. 

This was disclosed by Dr. T. 
Keith Glennan, head of the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Agency, in testimony Friday be- 
for the, Senate Space and Pre- 
paredness Committees. 

Although he did not elaborate, 
it was learned that most of the 
18 vehicles will be Jupiter inter- 
mediate’ range ballistic missiles. 

The Jupiters will be used in 
the testing of mockups or early 
models of the space capsules in 
which man some day may ride. 

The full-scale space firings of 
Project Mercury, as thé man-in- 
space project is called, will be 
accomplished, however, with in- 
tercontinental range ballistic 
missiles, perhaps the Atlas. The 
Jupiter lacks the great power 
required.

NEW YORK (AP)—One 
Coast Guard officer Saturday 
estimated that anyone plunging 
into the icy water from the 
Hans Hedtoft would last at this 
time of the year “just over 60 
seconds.” 

The Hedtoft was built last 
year and launched about a 
month ago. It was named after

Danish shipbuilders, who pool- 
ed their knowledge to build the 
Hedtoft for their government, 
regarded her as the safest and 
most modern of Arctic ships 
She was designed to ram her 
way through the heavy pack 
ice around Greenland.

Russian Forces Cut 


By 300,000 Men 


MOSCOW (UPI)—Russia an- 
nounced Friday that it had com- 
pleted a planned 300,000-man 
cut in military forces during 
1958. It termed the action “an 
example” for Western powers 
and particularly NATO. 

The Soviet Union had an- 
nounced plans for the cut on 
Jan. 6, 1958. Friday's announce. 
ment simply said that the plan 
had been carried through and 
completed by the first of this 
year. 

The cut includes reductions of 
Russian forces in East Germany 
and Hungary. 

The 300,000-man reduction last 
year was “over and above” thé 
cut of 1,840,000 carried out in 
1955 and 1956. 

Russia has never announced 
its military strength. 

(However, the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization has esti- 
mated Russia’s military strength 
at 4,500,000 men.) 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—Informed United States 
sources expressed the opinion 
Friday that the announced re- 
duction of 300,000 men in the 
Soviet armed forces had been 
a ible by a “tremen- 
nerease in firepower. 


LONDON (AP)—Britain Fri-

..+ The war can lead to noth- 
ing but useless miseries. It cer- 
tainly should end,” De Gaulle 
told a nationwide radio audli- 
ence. 

De Gaulle, who was speak- 
ing to the nation for the first 
time since his installation as 
President of the Fifth Repub- 
lic Jan. &, said that the future 
of Algeria can only be charted 
by the Algerians themselves 
through “universal suffrage.” 
The political, economic, social 
and cultural transformation of 
Algeria, he said, “will be done 
with France and no other way.” 


“As this is done,” De Gaulle 
said, “one will see appear, with- 
out any doubt, the elements of 
a political solution.” De Gaulle 
did not predict what the polit- 
ical solution might be.

GENEVA (AP)—The United 
States asked the three-power 
conference Friday to exempt 
nuclear explosions for peaceful 
purposes from any ban on 
atomic and hydrogen weapons 
tests. 

With Britain’s su US. 
Ambassador James Wads- 
worth presented a document 
containing this proposal at the 
46th session of the conference. 
The Western powers took the 
position that mankind would re 
ceive so many benefits from 
peaceful nuclear explosions that 
these should be allowed to con- 
tinue even if the American, 
British and Soviet Governments 
agreed to cease Weapons test- 
ing. 

Such explosions — useful in 
giant engineering projects and 
for oil exploitation — would 
come under the supervision of 
the seven-nation controls com- 
mission on which the three 
atomic powers would have per- 
manent seats. 

Soviet delegate Semyon Tsa- 
rapkin, who presided: at Fri- 
day’s meeting, promised to 
study the proposal.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — J. 
Willlam Fulbright, apparent 
new chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, said 
Friday that “Japan has almost 
as serious a race problem as does 
the United States, but you never 
read anything about it.”

Three Young Literary Geniuses

OSAKA—Tinsmith Tanzo No- 
gami, 48, of Hirakata, Osaka 
Prefecture has a difficult time 
making ends meet, but cheer- 
ful laughter often flows from 
the one-room shack in which his 
family lives. 


For three of the seven chil- 
dren have won prizes in essay 
contests. The trio was known 
as the “composition brothers 
and sister”, but. with the death 
in 1957 of Fusao, there remain 
only two of them, the eldest son 
Tanji, 16, and the eldest 
daughter Yoko, 14. 

The Nogami family has been 
known among the neighbor- 
haod for their poverty since 
1947, when father Tanzo, his 


wife and eldest son were re’ & 
os 


patriated from Taiwan, where 
they had been engaged in farm- 
ing. 

Without any relatives or 
friends to help them get started 
in a new life, the repatriates 
rented a ruined house which 
used to be a factory. Here Tanzo 
took up a new trade—tin plat- 
ing—because there was no land 
to plow to feed the family. 


The meager earnings from 
his newly adoped profession 
could hardly keep up with the 
increasing number .of mouths 
to feed, for in the ensuing years 
there were born three daugh- 
ters and three sons,—Yoko, 
Kasumi, 8, Suzushi, 6, Fusao, 
Kumao, 4, and Fusaji, 1. 


The ¥7000 he made a month 
was far from enough to feed 
the bungry children, who were 
occasionally forced to go with- 
out eating. In his desperation, 
the tinsmith would often take 
to drinking, which caused quar- 
rels with his wife. 

Raised in .hese adverse cir- 
cumstances, Tanji, Yoko and 
Fusao developed an unusual 
talent for composition. 

The first of the “composition 
trio” to win a prize was Yoko, 
whose work was picked as win- 
ner of the 1954 essay contest 
for elementary and middle 
school students sponsored by 
the Yomiuri Shimbun. 

In the next year too she won 
an honorable mention while her 
brother Tanji came in third 
place in the annual contest held 
by the same newspaper. 

This was only the beginning 
of the long streak of luck, for 
in the following years, the bro- 
thers and sister entered with 
success more than 100 competi- 
tions sponsored by children’s 
magazines and newspapers. 
The prizes of shiny bicycles, 
clocks and radios looked out of 
place in the miserable shack. 

Then, two years ago, the -hap- 
py family was suddenly striken 
with grief as Fusao fell ill and 
died soon after of pneumonia. 
He was drenched to the skin 
when coming home from school 
one June afternoon. The family 
could not afford an umbrella. 
If he had lived a few days long- 
er, Fusao would have known

Unique Japanese Culture 
Found Most Impressive 


By RUTH SOTER 


“Japan is the most interesting 
country we have been in” says 
Mrs. 8. John Reid, wife of the 
New Zealand Ambassador to Ja- 
pan, 


Her husband agrees, and goes 
on to explain that although Ja- 
pan has a physical landscape 
quite similar to New Zealand, 
with its mountains and forests, 
the two countries are vastly 
different. “Japan shows the 
hand of man over centuries, 
while New Zealand shows the 
hand of man over one century”, 
he says. He adds that this age- 
old evidence of a highly devel- 
oped civilization is impressive, 
compared with what he terms 
the “rawness of New Zealand.” 

The Reids feel that this is the 
basis for their opinion that Ja- 
pan is so interesting—it has a 
completely unique culture, to- 
tally different from anything 
they have found elsewhere. Reid 
was a rotating ambassador in 
Southeast Asia for 45 years, yet 
they found nothing in any other 
country which resembled Japan 
to prepare them for Japan. 
Many countries in Southeast 
Asia show evidence of a strong 
Western influence directly 
adopted, while in Japan West- 
ern influence has been adapted 
to fit its particular needs and 
traditions, with the accompany- 
ing modifications. 

Before they came to Japan 
two and a half years ago, they 
lived in Washington, D.C. in the 
United States for five years. 
Mrs. Reid described this period 
as “easier” because of many 
basic similarities between New 
Zealand and the United States, 
and because they had no lan- 
guage barrier with the people. 
“Also,” she said, “it was more 
fun in a way, because our four 
children were with us then.” 

The Reids feel that there are 
many things about Japan that 
they don’t understand, but that 
adds to the fascination.

Disciplinary Action 

The Oji Paper Manufacturing 
Co. warned yesterday that it 
planned to take disciplinary 
actions against 31 members of 
the militant first union at its 
Tomakomai mill in Hokkaido. 

The action is subject to ap- 
proval by the mill's disciplinary 
committee, composed of repre- 
sentatives of both the manage- 
ment and union. 

Oji authorities told the first 
union that the company wanted 
to fire four members of the 
union and take lesser disci- 
plinary measures against 27 
others. 

Management charged that 
some of the 31 unionists grilled 
their seniors last Dec. 15 when 
they returned to work after an 
extended strike for union shop. 
Some of the unionists were 
blamed for sitdown demonstra- 
tions staged Jan. 22, 23, and 26 
to protest what the unionists 
called “discriminatory _ treat- 
ment” by management in mat- 
ters of attendance records. 

Management claimed that the 
planned actions were necessary 
for the sake of workshop disci- 
pline. 

The first union, on the other 
hand, charged the actions violat- 
ed the strike settlement plan 
proposed late last autumn by the 
Central Labor Relations Com- 
mission and accepted by both 
management and union.

“All 
our time then was spent, with 
Japanese friends,” he said, and 
mentioned exploring the coun- 
tryside, and his favorite sport, 
golf. He explained that New 
Zealanders are always more in- 
terested in participating sports 
rather than spectator sports. 
Before he became a golf aridict, 
he was a tennis player. 


Interested in amateur drama- 
tics, Reid is currently president 
of the Tokyo Amateur Dramatic 
Club. New Zealand, off the track 
for professional theater groups, 
is active in amateur groups. 
Almost every town of 2,000 of 
3,000 people has its own theater 
group in New Zealand, and tne 
Reids have long been active in 
dramatics. 

The Tokyo Amateur Dramatic 
Club is at present preparing for 
its next production, Agatha 
Christie's famous mystery “And 
Then There Were None,” which 
enjoyed long runs in London and 
New York. It will be presented 
from Feb. 16 through 18 at, the 
Imperial Hotel Theater.

called Todaiji, in Nara, holds an 

annual ritual that reaches back 
even further than the “eye 
opening” ceremony of the Great 

Buddha In 752 A.D. Elements 

of Shinto can be traced in a 

purification by fire and by water 

that is staged there on March 

12, at midnight. While white 

robed priests blow large conch 

shells and the huge bell booms, 
holy water is being drawn from 
an ancient well and “iarge 
torches sprinkle sparks and 
ashes over a multitude of wor- 
shippers. The scene is unfor- 
gettably stirring and dramatic. 


The ritual objects and works 
of art associated with that 
ceremony of purification are 
now displayed in a Tokyo de- 
partment store. The drama is 
necessarily diffused, but an en- 
tirely different quality creeps 
in through the very incongruity 
of time and place.

The art objects here assembled 
do not include some of the 
most renowned “National 
Treasures” that crowd the 
Todaiji. The stress in this case 
is less on art and more on 
ritual, yet almost any object— 
bronze sculpture or wooden 
icon, hanging scrolls or anci- 
ent sutras, or even the wrap- 
ping-cloth that protects these 
old writings—all have a quality 
of dignity and ageless venera- 
tion.

Pro Ball Spring Training Opens 


Japan Pro Ball Training Camps 


Spring training camp sites of Japan's 12 pro clubs are shown above. The teams will be 


shifting to other spots later, 


The 12 clubs of Japan's two 
pro baseball loops officially open 
spring training today at camps 
in the warm areas of southern 
Japan. 

A total of 116 rookies and 
traded players, 65 in the Cen- 
tral League and 51 in the Pac 
fic, are scheduled to be on hand 
to train with the old members 
of the various clubs. 


Most of the poner players 
already started getting inio 
condition in mid-December for 
the coming season, to open 
April 11, 

The Japan champion Nishi 
tetsu’ Lions of the Pacific 
League and Yomiuri Giants ot 
the Central, picked to repeat 
- @8 flag winners, have acquired 
a number of new men for their 
bid to retain their crowns. 

Other clubs also have been 
busy bolstering their forces for 
the long pennant chases. 

The Giants, which lost the 
Japan crown last year due to 
lack of enough pitchers, have 
acquired a high school star of 
Chinese-Japanese parentage, Sa 
daharu O. O and Yoshiaki Ito, 
a nonpro standout, both south- 
paws, head the list of eight 
Giants rookies. 

The Kokutetsu Swallows club, 
which was one of the most suc- 
cessful In getting new material, 
has collected five usable players. 
The Swallows reportedly spent 
¥40 million to get pitcher Ha- 
jime Tatsumi and slugger Ken- 
ichi Akagi, both of Keio Univer- 
sity; Yoshio Kitagawa, nonpro 
Nippon Beer righthander, ex- 
Giants reserve first sacker Mort- 
michi Iwashita, and long-ball 
hitter Satoru Sugiyama of the 
Chunichi Dragons. 

The Dragons reportedly shell- 
ed out Y6O million—more than 
any other club—for new play- 
ers, two of them promising high 
school moundsmen. One is Eiji 
Bando of Tokushima Commer- 
cial High School, who set up a 
new strikeout record in the 
annual high school tournament. 
Bespectacied Shigeru Sugishita, 
one-time fork-ball artist, will 
pilot the Dragons this vear. 

Both the lowly Hiroshima 
Carp and Taivo Whales have 
also picked up a number of 
new men. The Carp got the 
most rookies—19—among them 
Hiroo I, a speedballer from the 
nonpro Nittetsu Futase nine. 
The Whales, with new manager 
Shigeru Mori, have 13 rookies 
and traded players, including 
former Yomiuri outfielder Taka- 
shi Twamoto. 

The Hanshin Tigers club, 
runner-up in the Central loop 
last year, is definitely on the 
red side of the ledger. The 
Tigers have released Kenjiro 
Tamiya, the league's top hit 
ter in 1958 when they could not 
meet his bonus demands, and 
pitcher Mitsuo Osaki, who has

Buffalo have rounded up ex- 
Tiger righthander Mitsuo ki, 
former nonpro Nippon Kokan 
vefthander Mitsuaki Kondo, and 
ex-Giants infield veteran Hiro 
bumi Naito. 


The Nankai Hawks, Pacific 
League runner-up the.past three 
years, have seven recruits, 
among them Hawailan pitcher 
John Sardinha. 

The Hankyu Braves have col- 
lected nine new men, including 
right hander Haruhisa Ando, 
former Daishowa Paper Co.

located $300,000 each. Nikko

Informants said the medium- 
term three-year, four-year and 
five-year bonds amounting to $5 
million each would be digested 
mostly by commercial banks.

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Neutralist Policy 


The Communist Party of Japan has recently made it 
known that the party supports a neutralist policy for this 
country. As the Communists used to demand a clearcut 
allegiance to the Communist camp in the cold war, this 
latest announcement has been received as indicating a 
change in the official Communist line. 

We believe, however, that the purported change does 
not amount to much, The Communist policy has remained 
the same in that it strives for alienation of Japan from 
the United States. The Communist statement in question 
has repeated the old allegation that the United Statts is 
infringing upon Japan’s sovereignty and independence. 
Here, it reveals the hallmark of Red propaganda. 

Japan has concluded the Security Treaty with the 

United States, because her self-defense power is far too 


weak to protect herself from aggression. 


In the words 


of Foreign Minister Alichiro Fujiyama in his recent Diet 


speech, the treaty “has well 


mainstay of our national security.” 


served its purposes as the 


We hope that Japan will maintain friendly relations 
also with Communist countries. And we appreciate Foreign 
Minister Fujiyama’s pledge that the Government will 
endeavor to promote Japan's peaceful relations with Com- 
mumnist states through mutual respect for one another's 


position. 


But no one well informed on foreign affairs can honestly 
advocate a policy of neutrality, which the Japanese Com- 
munists have announced to espouse. We do not think 


that the Communist idea will 


ave much appeal to the 


majority of the Japanese people. 

To all appearances, however, some leftist elements in 
the Opposition Socialist Party and the labor federation 
Sohyo seem to entertain a view that is virtually identical 


with the Communist policy. 


It is not unreasonable, there- 


fore, to think that the Communist announcement is aimed 

mainly at these leftist elements among the Socialists. 
Socialist International Bureau Director Soji Okada has 

stressed that the Socialist idea of nonalignment was 


fundamentally different from the 


Communist idea of 


neutrality. Though we do not distrust Mr. Okada’s as- 


surances, 


there remains a strong possibility that the Com- 


munists may step up their overtures to the Socialists, 
especially in lower echelons of the Socialist local organiza- 


tions. 


The Socialists want to recommend what they call an 
independent diplomacy. In other words, they want Japan 
to remain free from alignment with one or the other camp 
in the East-West confrontation. 

The crucial question is whether that idea is 


and feasible. 


We believe that the Socialist idea of non- 


alignment will prove in practice to have the same effect 
as the Communist policy of neutrality. 
World peace now rests precariously on the balance 


of power between the opposing two camps. 


Indeed; we 


cannot but hope that something more solid will form the 


bagis for lasting peace. 


The neutralist policy of the Com- 


munist brand will, however, only jeopardize world peace 
by balance

Japan’s Rising Labor Costs 


Ask the personnel director of 
any Japanese manufacturing 
plant how much a welder, a 
machinist or a skilled die mak- 
er earns in his shops and 
chances are you'll be answered 
with a blank look. Then the 
personnel man_ will counter 
with his own query, “A welder 
with how many years’ senior- 
ity?” 

This little exchange illustrates 
the crux of a wage problem that 
will plague Japanese industry 
more and more in coming years; 
the atitomatic yearly wage 
beost. One American plant 
engineer in Japan flatly predicts 
that many Japanese goods will 
be priced out of foreign mar- 
kets within a decade or two un- 
less the wage system is altered. 


The difficulty lies not in as- 
suring every Japanese worker 
a decent wa ».-y country 
is legitimately entitled to pur- 
sue this aim. Rather what will 
trouble industry here in ‘the 
future is the fact that, regardless 
of merit, a worker doing exactly 
the same job for 30 years may 
see his wage double and even 
triple in the course of that per- 
i This means that every 
factory task will cost a com- 
pany progressively more every 
year, with strong inflationary 
effcts over the long term. 

Now it is true that seniority 
entitles workers to more pay in 
most countries. But every- 
where else it is coupled with 
merit considerations which

eventually produce considerable 
difference between workers of 
varying skills and on different 
jobs. Moreover, in most coun- 
tries many workers advance 
from job to job, ending up at 
the most skilled post. In Japan, 
it is the rule rather than the 
exception that a glazer in a 
ceramics factory or an uphol- 
sterer in a furniture plant de- 
sires nothing more than to con- 
tinue doing the same job in the 
same way for the rest of his 
life—though for more pay every 
year. 

Uniform Rates 

Many factories hifte men at 
uniform pay rates. “We don’t 
hire skilled workers,” says the 
personnel manager of a Japa- 
nese auto plant, “we train 
them ourselves.” And he goes 
on to say that individual ability 
differences fail to produce more 
than a 10 to 15 per cent wage 
spread even after many years. 
Even more important, a tool 
and die maker (considered one 
of the most skilled industrial 
workers) may earn little more 
than a man of the same age 
who does nothing but tighten 
bolts all day. 

In this light, it is quite un, 
derstandable why many work- 
ers are quite content to do a 
simple job all their lives, know- 
ing that they will end up with 
nearly the same material 
benefits as the one who tries 
to advance his skill. One can

Automatic Wage Hike Regardless of Merit Will Eventually Dun Industry

Moreover, the ten- 
dency of workers to stay with 
the same firm all their lives 
further dampens individual en- 
terprise; the good employe isn't 
supposed to look for a better 
deal elsewhere and, to complete 
the unwritten contract, neither 
is management supposed to 
fire or penalize the poor work:

A recent survey of pay scales 
in big companies spotlights the 
cost problem that industry will 
face in coming years. Take a 
35-year old steel worker with 15 
years of service. He makes 
around ¥34,000 today, but 10 
years from now he'll get Y56,- 
000 and by 1979, his retirement 
age, he’s due to earn ¥83,000 
monthly. What is significant 
is this boost is based almost en- 
tirely on automatic yearly wage 
hikes. He can remain in 
exactly the same job through- 
out. ‘ 

All Age Groups 

Of course, the staff of an old 
frm will comprise all age 
groups and it can be argued 
that the average wage bill per 
job, considering old and young 
workers, will remain the same. 
As aged, expensive workers are 
retired, young, cheaper ones 


begin. 
But the automatic wage in- 
crease, particularily on the 


scale currently given, is rela- 
tively new. Union pressure 
since the war has made it 
practically mandatory for com- 
panies to boost pay uniformly 
each year, no matter what the 
company’s financial position. 

Thus, it will be another 20 
years or so before we can 
observe a full age range of em- 
ployes under the postwar wage 
system. And it is toward the 
end of this period, say some 
American experts, that Japa- 
nese industry will get into 
trouble with this structure of 
inflationary labor costs. 

A few Japanese manu- 
facturers are beginning to give 
the problem considerable anx- 
ious -.thought. One camera 
maker has come up with a 
partial merit system that has 
won acceptance among workers 
and still gives the company 4 
chance to minimize its costs. 


Merit System 


“What may eventually be 
needed is a finer classification 
of job skills with varying 
wages to match. In addition, 
manufacturers could encourage 
more job advancement among 
skilled workers. Unions couid 
still demand over-all wage boosts 
based on productivity § in- 
creases through . technological 
advance but within their ac- 
cepted wage framework more 
pay riation between jobs 
would help solve the problem. 
Finally, individual bonuses or 
raises based on merit would as- 
sure the company that it is get- 
ting more for its extra cost. 

Thus a welder with 35 years 
experience would still get more 
pay because of his seniority 
but now other factors like 
ability would also count, And 
the mediocre worker then 
would not see as great a wage 
boost over the years as at pres- 
ent. 

All this requires -upsetting 
some very cherished Japanese 
labor coricepts. Yet other coun- 
tries have long ago adopted 
more rational wage structures, 
and a wage revision seems a 
small enough price for Japan 


to pay for the sake of 
preserving her international 
business.

The earliest vehicle in Japan 
was the ushiguruma or ox 
carts which were used for cere- 
monial purposes mostly and not 
as a general means of con- 
veyance. Mention is made of 
the Koshi or palanquin in. the 
Nihon Shoki, the ancient rec- 
ords. It was used only by the 
emperor, empress and members 
of the imperial family, . 


The koshi was somewhat like 
the shrine palanquins still used 
today at festivals and carried on 
the shoulders of several persons 
by means of long poles running 
under the covéred enclosure in 
which the rider sat. The koshi 
was not for the common pecple, 
and the Tokugawa Government 
issued a special order that com- 
mon. people should not ride on 
them. 


Only military men rode on 
horses although the animals 
were used to draw carts for 
carrying goods. The people led 
the horses drawing carta but 
never rode them. 


It was in the Tokugawa period 
that a vehicle talled kago ap- 
peared. It differed from the an- 
cient koshi. An _ enclosure in 
which the rider sat, hung from 
a long, sturdy pole which was 
shouldered by carriers at either 
end. The earliest kago was 
very simple-consisting only of a 
plain seat suspended from the 
It is said that at first the 
was uséd to carry prison- 


As it came to be widely used, 
the Bakufu laid down strict 
rules. Its use was restricted to 
nobles, Tokugawa family heads, 
important feudal lords, high 
priests, official physicians and 
such. Distinction was also 
made as to types and color to 
be used according to rank 
and class of the riders, so that 
at one glance the public could 
tell the status of the occupants. 


In 1675, the Tokugawa shogu- 
nate permitted 300 kago in Edo 
for the use of the common peo- 
ple. They were commonly call- 
ed tsuji-kago (street corner 
kago) as they waited at street 
corners for their calls.

Last Laugh 
HONGKONG (Special) — Mao 
Tse-tung may still get the last 
laugh on Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, the English-lan- 
guage Hongkong Standard said 
in an editorial titled “The Man 
Who Laughs Last.” 

The Standard declared: 

“The remark Khrushchev 
made on the ‘reactionary’ trend 
of the Chinese Communist peo- 
ple’s communes is one indication 
that the Soviet leader is highly 
critical of Mao’s policies and pro- 
grams. 

“From now on until March 
when his resignation will take 
effect, Mao could still stage an 
immense nationwide campaign 
with the people demanding that 
he should continue as chairman.

DJAKARTA (UPI)—The Brit- 
ish decision to reduce flights to 
Singapore by the Dutch KLM 
airline is “an added insult to 
injury” in Dutch eyes, the Indo- 
nesian Observer said in an edi- 
torial. 

The English-language daily 
said there is a different back- 
ground to the strong reactions 
on the side of the Netherlands 
concerning the British decision.
